A hint has been conveyed to Wash- 
ington informally that the British 
would not be displeased if America 
should accede to Berlin’s request. 

Arguments still comtinue between 
London and rurtiaoncerning Pre- 
mier Poincare’s proposed commis- 
sion of experts. Britain charges that 
the French are behind the Rhihe- 
land separatist movement and the 
question of forcing Germany. 

Refusal to Interfere. 

The British attitude is roughly a 
refusal to interfere with Germany, 
although anndOuncement that Britain 
would not object effectively to the 
former Kaiser's return is premature. 
It is probably correct, but the matter 
has not been considered officially 
here. 

London is suggesting unofficially 
that German*“’refusal to guarantee 
the safety of the Allied Military Con- 
trol Commission be met by permit- 
ting the mission to function in dis- 
tricts where there is no danger of 
interference, France, however, 
points out that there is no possibil- 
ity of finding any violations of the 
treaty in’such districts.

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Riding of Speedy Horses | 
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Comes Before Everything 
In Prince of Wales’ Life 


Golf and Tennis Bore Him, Shooting 
Strikes Him as Cruel, but Saddle 
Is More Than a Hobby. 


This is the second article of “The Prince and 
Women” series, written by a woman of the 


English court. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—Horses and dogs; the red coats and cheer- 
ful scamper across country of a hunt meeting, with the pack in full 


cry—these 


are the real delights of the Prince of Wales. Golf and 


tennis bore him; he is too sensitive to the sufferings of animals to 
care much for shooting, but the horse is to nim more than a hobby 


—it is a passion. 


The irony of it is that he has a naturally unsafe seat, though 
he has ridden from his earliest youth. This defect in his riding, 
which is partly due to his preference for horses too big for him, 
has caused him to take many a ‘‘toss,’’ the news of which causes 
gloom to his family and sends a thrill of apprehension through 


the country. | 
Many attempts have been made to 


induce him either to give up hunt- 
ing altogether or to be content with 
quiet horses and an honorable place 
in the rear: but all in vain. “The 
Prince rides like a demon,” said one 
prominent member of the great Lei- 
cestershire Hunt that the Prince 
usually follows. “He will break his 
neck one day.” Another described 
to me what it is like to hunt with 
‘the Prince. “I was just by him when 
the hounds left covert, and we were 
both badly placed. A stiff double 
hedge lay between us and hounds, 
with a marrow gate chocked with 
people al! trying to get through at 
once. I was pondering what action 
to take when I heard a jolly young 
voice sing 0 ‘Hey there, mind 
yourself!’ A streak of pink, and over 
went the Prince. 
Possesses Fast, 
Accurate Eye. 

“After that I had no choice. I, too, 
charged the double. Fifteen min- 


utes of the best followed, and I can — 


vouch for it that the Prince rude as 
straight a line as a man could take. 
He has a remarkably good eye for 
country and is possessed of extreme 
quickness.” The Prince is very 
much liked in the hunting field. 1 
myself have seen him thrown into a 
pond of icy cold water and in great 
risk of being kicked by his fright- 
ened horse. And he went plunging 
about in the cold water trying to 
sooth and guide his beast. | 

Before his present craze for hunt- 
ing was quite so keen he rode a 
gre&t deal in point-to-point across 
country races. This was an even 
more dangerous amusement, and 
after many attempts to get him to 
give it up a relation of the King suc- 
ceeded by artfully explaining to him 
“that it was not quite fair for him, 
the heir to the throne, to ride as an 
equal with professionals, seeing that 
the latter might have some hesita- 
tion in beating him in a race.” The 
Prince listened, nodding his head 
mournfully and nhever took part in 
another race, and perhaps never wil! 
again. ? 

He won his first racing success in 


a steeplechase at a meeting of the | 


Pytchiey Hunt in March, 1921, on 
his horse Rifle Grenade. He had

His sporting, healthy tastes are 
shown in the decoration of his pri- 
vate rooms. For his personal use he 
has set aside a large bedroom, with 
an immense state bed (which he nev- 
er uses, but sleeps in a small ante- 
room), anda study. The walis of 
the Jatter are hung with riding 
whips, sporting trophies of all sorts; 
there are cups that he has won and 
university souvenirs of the running 
track and football ground. 
Preserves His 
War Souvenirs. 

Standing in a corner are his sou- 
venirs of the war: a German helmet, 
the side drums of his old regiment 
and a bugle. Each of them has a 


| history. Here he works and reads, 
| when he has time, books of adven- 


ture for the most part and voyages. 
He is especially fond of the sea books 


| of Frank Bullen,. Rudyard Kip- 


ling, R. L. &., and generally every- 


thing that has to do with an open- | 


air, healthy life. Sport and exercise 
are not to him something superadd- 
ed, they are the essence of his life 
and the breath of his nostrils. 

One of the hardest sacrifices of his 
life will be when he is called to the 
throne and has to give up much of 
this, especially his hunting. Of late 
years an idea has sprung up that the 
Prince is something of an enigma, 
and that his charming, wistful smile 
hides something that the world of 
his admirers may not share in. His 
refusal to get married is probably the 
origin of this idea; there is very lit- 
tle in it. 

If you ask me what is the rea! 
Prince, I should feel inclined to say: 
You will find him in his sports. He 


is a sport lover to the backbone. His | 
ldeal life would be, no doubt, to live | 


forever with a well-bred horse be- 
tween his legs, behind a fast@pack of 
hounds, on a fine, windy day. The 
moment is approaching when this 
dream will be very far away, one of 
the inevitable renouncements of a 
King. Till then he is determined to 
make the most of it. Can he be 
blamed ?.
